Reward for 
being honest 
'not enough' 


PERU, Ind. (AP) — Lowell 


F. Elliott says that being hon- 
est enough to return $500,000 he 
found in his field should be 
worth more than $10,000. 


So the 61-year-old farmer 


turned down a $10,000 certified 
check American Airlines of- 
fered him Wednesday as a gift 
for returning ransom dropped 
by a hijacker who parachuted 
from a jetliner after taking it 
over at St. Louis and ordering 
it flown to Toronto last week- 
end. 


"Ix)oks like it ought to be 


worth more than what was of- 
fered for being honest," Elliott 
said. "After all, they gave that 
guy (the hijacker) $500,000." 


Elliott said he would settle 


for $25,000, or 5 per cent of the 
ransom, but he added "10 per 
cent would be better." 


He said he has gross income 


of about $7,000 yearly from his 
119-acre farm. Elliott said any 
money he gets from the airline 
will go on the bills he is await- 
ing for fertilizer and soybeans. 


However, after Elliott re- 


jected the $10,000 offer, Frank 
W. Bodwell, district sales man- 
ager for American, returned to 
Indianapolis

Death penalty 
outlawed by 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court held 5 to 4 to- 
day that the death penalty, as 
it is now used in the United 
States, violates the Constitution 
and cannot be imposed. 


While the decision leaves the 


door open for legislatures to re- 
instate capital punishment in 
some circumstances, one of the 
nine opinions issued by the 
court said the immediate result 
is to remove the death sen- 
tences from the 600 condemned 
inmates across the land. 


All nine justices filed state- 


ments of their views. In the 
majority were Justices William 
0. Douglas, William J. Brennan 
Jr., Thurgood Marshall, and 
with some reservations, Potter 
Stewart and Byron R. White, 
Dissenting were the four Nixon 
administration 
appointees, 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 
ger, and Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun, Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
and William H. Rehnquist. 


Reversed immediately by the 


decision were two death sen- 
tences for non-fatal rapes in 
Georgia and Texas and a death 
sentence for murder in Geor- 
gia. 


Three 
of 
the 
justices, 


Douglas, Brennan and Mar- 
shall, 
concluded 
that 
the 


amendment outlaws the death 
penalty. 
Stewart 
generally 


agreed with them but said the 
situation might be different if a 
state legislature 
determined 


that forcible rape and murder 
could be deterred only with the 
death penalty upon everyone 
who commits those crimes. 
White, meanwhile, said the 
death penalty is imposed so in- 
frequently it is very doubtful 
that it meets "any existing gen- 
eral need for retribution."

Not interested 
in being VP, 
Bumpers says 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said Wednesday 
he still is not interested in 
being the Democratic 
party 


nominee for vice president. 


Sen. George McGovern of 


South Dakota, frontrunner for 
the Democratic 
presidential 


nomination, said in Atlanta, 
Ga., that Bumpers and three 
other Southern governors would 
be considered for the second 
spot on the ticket. 


The others were Reuben Ask- 


ew of Florida, John West of 
South Carolina and Jimmy Car- 
ter of Georgia. 


Asked what he thought of 


McGovern's remark, Bumpers 
said, "You know I'm not going 
to comment on that." 


Bumpers is running for a sec- 


ond term as governor. 


He said McGovem's rise to 


the role of leading candidate 
for the nomination was the re- 
sult of "his willingness to say 
the same thing wherever he is" 
and "his apparent willingness" 
to back away from positions 
that he decided were unwork- 
able. 


Eighth Amendment. 


Brennan based his judgment

Marshall found capital pun- 


ishment to be "morally unac- 
ceptable" 
and 
"excessive" 


when measured against the 
Eighth Amendment's prohibi- 
tion on cruel and unusual pun- 
ishments. 


Stewart concluded that the 


death penalty is now applied in 
a "wanton" and "freakish" 
manner. 


White said the death penalty 


is invalid mostly because it is 
used infrequently and did not 
meet "any existing general 
need for retribution. 


Burger, in dissent, said the 


decision leaves legislatures free 
"to carve 
out limited ex- 


ceptions to a general abolition 
of the penalty." He said the 
court had gone "beyond the 
limits of judicial power," but 
added "while fortunately leav- 
ing some room for legislative 
judgment." 


Blackmun, saying he yields 


"to no one in the depth of my 
distaste, antipathy, and indeed, 
abhorrence for the death penal- 
ty," nevertheless dissented be- 
cause, he wrote, "I fear the 
court has overstepped." 


Powell said none of the five 


opinions by the justices in the 
majority 
"provides a con- 


stitutionally adequate founda- 
tion for the court's decision." 
For the present, he said, the 
ruling "removes the death sen- 
tences previously imposed on 
some 600 persons awaiting pun- 
ishment throughout the coun- 
try." 


Rehnquist said: "The court's 


judgment today strikes down a 
penalty that our nation's legis- 
lators have thought necessary 
since our country was found-

Alleged skyjacker 
arrested by FBI 


DETROIT (AP) — A 28-year- 


old unemployed man was ar- 
rested at his home and charged 
as the airliner hijacker who got 
$502,500ransom and parachuted 
over Indiana last weekend, the 
FBI announced today. 


Martin J. McNally, 28, of sub- 


urban Wyandotte was charged 
with violation of the federal air 
piracy statute, said Neil J. 
Welsh, special agent in charge 
of the Michigan FBI. McNally 
was arrested shortly 
before 


midnight Wednesday and was 
held by the FBI in Detroit 
pending arraignment today. 


A spokesman said an FBI 


complaint would be filed today 
at St. l/juis. 


A hijacker took over the 


American Airlines Boeing 727 
shortly after it left St. Ixjuis 
Friday night en route to Tulsa, 
Okla. with 94 persons on board. 


He forced a landing at St. 


I^ouis where airline officials 
said the man armed with a sub- 


machine gun was given $502,500 
and two parachutes. He re- 
leased most of the plane's pas- 
sengers and changed planes 
after a car raced onto the run- 
way and smashed into the first 
airliner. 


The hijacker forced the plane 


with six hostages to fly toward 
Toronto and he bailed out over

Senator charges banks 
hold stock in companies 


WASHINGTON ( A P i - Sen. 


I>ee Metcalf said today that 
some of the nation's largest 
banks hold huge hidden blocks 
of stock—perhaps even con- 
trolling interest—in many of 
the biggest U.S. corporations. 


But these banks are difficult 


to identify, he said, because on 
stockholder lists they almost al- 
ways appear under corporate 
pseudonyms, otherwise known 
as nominees or street names, 
for which translations are not 
readily available. 


For example. Chase Manhat- 


tan Bank is rarely identified on 
stockholder lists. Instead, it ap- 
pears under one of its 24 street 
names, a list that includes 
(lint. Cudd. Egger, Gooss, 
Gunn. Kane and Ring. 


Metcalf, a Montana Demo- 


crat and a member of the Sen- 
ate 
Government 
Operations 


Committee, made his remarks 
in a speech prepared for deliv- 
ery to the Senate. 


The use of street names by 


large 
institutional investors 


leads 
to problems, 
Metcalf 


said, particularly in industries 
required by law to make public 
the 
names 
of large share- 


holders in annual reports to 
federal regulatory agencies. 


For example, the Civil Aero- 


nautics Board requires airlines 
to disclose stockholders with 5 
per cent or greater interest. 


"Reports filed with the CAB 


by airlines state that, as of the 
end of last year. Chase Manhat- 
tan held 6.5 per cent of the 
stock in TWA. 9 per cent of the 
stock in Eastern, 8.4 per cent of 
the stock in National and 7.5 
per cent of the stock in .Ameri- 
can." Metcalf said. 


But, he added, no Chase Man- 


hattan holdings were listed by 
three other airlines, Northwest, 
United and Western. 
, 


"Nevertheless. Chase Man- 


hattan holds more than 6 per 
cent of the common stock in 
each of those three airlines, ac- 
cording to letters I received 
recently 
from 
those com- 


panies." he said. "The bank 
holds the stock through two or 
more nominees in each in- 
stance ." 


The Securities and Exchange 


Commission says that generally 
iin interest can exercise effec- 
tive control of a corporation by 
holding as little as 10 per cent 


of the corporation's stock. Met- 
calf said he understands that. 5 
per cent can constitute con- 
trolling interest if other votes 
are scattered.

Fayetteville said today's ruling 
by the U.S. Supreme Court that 
the death penalty is uncon- 
stitutional is a "kick in the 
teeth to law enforcement." 


"I feel the death penalty has 


its place in our society." Gib- 
son said when being informed 
of the decision. 


Gibson 
prosecuted 
Daniel 


I/me Graham, 32, of Spring- 
dale, one of six men on death 
row in Arkansas. 


Graham was convicted of 


first-degree murder in the exe- 
cution-type slayings of two 
Springdale supermarket em- 
ployes last summer. Graham 
allegedly robbed the store after 
hours and drove three of the 
grocery store employes to a 
county road, where he forced 
them to lie in a ditch and then 
shot each one. 


One of the employes survived 


and managed to get help. 


Previously Graham had been 


convicted of kidnapping a 
DeVails Bluff banker's wife. 


Gibson said he felt his prose- 


cution of Graham "has been al- 
most for nothing." 


He said there were extreme 


cases where the death penalty 
should be preserved and he 
said Graham's was one of those 
cases. 


He said that in most cases, 


where a criminal receives a life 
sentence he is eventually re- 
leased. 


"If society could be assured 


that a person is sentenced for 
life and he will stay there for 
the rest of his life...," Gibson 


said. He said it was not fair to 
turn the habitual criminal loose 
on society. 


'"It upsets me." he said. 
Gov. Dale Bumpers said that 


before he commented he want- 
ed to read the Supreme Court's 
reasoning and determine the 
comprehensiveness of the rul- 
ing "to see if the states are left 
any flexibility." 


He said the ruling would be 


"a very dramatic event in this 
country" if it declared all death 
penalties unconstitutional, but 
the decision left the door open 
for legislatures to 
reinstate 


capita] punishment in some cir- 
cumstances. 


The governor has favored re- 


tention of the death penalty for 
"heinous crimes." 


He said today he would in- 


clude among these crimes the 
indiscriminate bombing of pub- 
lic places in which women and 
children are killed, skykacjing, 
mass murders in which there 
are two or more indiscriminate- 
type killings" and probably the 
slaying of policemen. 


Supt. A. L. Lockhart of the 


Cummins Prison Farm said 
that the six on deatrnrpw heard 
the supreme court decision on 
the radio. 


He said the inmates were 


"relieved" and "glad it is over 
with." 


Lockhart said the prisoners 


were concerned what their fu- 
ture would be. 


There hasn't been an execu- 


tion in the United States in five 
years. A ruling upholding the 
death penalty would not neces- 
sarily lead to mass elec- 
trocutions and hangings. But it 
would wipe out the most con- 
sistent argument against capi- 


tal punishment—that it is too 
cruel to be constitutional. 


The three cases involve Wil- 


liam H. Furman, convicted of 
murdering a Savannah, Ga., 
man during a household bur- 
glary; Lucious Jackson Jr., 
convicted of rape also in Chat- 
ham County, Ga., and Elmer 
Branch, convicted of rape in 
Wilbarger, County, Tex. 


Both rape victims are white. 


All three inmates whose ap- 
peals are before the court are 
black. 


The death penalty is legal in 


39 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia, but eight of these have 
no prisoners condemned to exe- 
cution. Of the 600, all but two 
are men. The women under 
death sentences are 
Marie 


Dean Arrington of Florida and 
Marylin Dobrolenski of Penn- 
sylvania. 


Of the 600, a total of 517 were 


convicted of murder, 79 of rape 
and four of armed robbery. 
There are 
329 blacks, 257 


whites and 14 of other racial 
and ethnic backgrounds. 


A year ago the court re- 


jected, 6 to 3 challenges to 
death-penalty procedures. The 
ruling said that leaving to the 
jury's discretion the power to 
decide between life and death 
in capital cases does not violate 
the Constitution. Secondly, the 
court 
held 
then, the Con- 


stitution does not require sepa- 
rating the penalty phase of cap- 
ital trials from the body of the 
trial.

Dear Reader—I know how 


distressed you must be.' A 
short time ago I wrote five 
columns on the problem of 
low b l o o d sugar 
which 


should cover most of the 
points you have raised. If 
you have missed them per- 
haps you can go to your 
local newspaper office where 
they have a file of their prev- 
ious newspapers 
and look 


them up. 


The best approach is not a 


strict protein diet nor using 
candy. I am not surprised 
that you have had trouble 
with 
both 
of 
these 
ap- 


proaches. What you need is 
a good sensible diet. Elimi- 
nate concentrated s w e e t s 
like sugar in coffee, syrup 
on hot cakes, and try to eat 
a diet based more on lean 
meats, lean poultry, and an 
adequate amount of vege- 
tables and fruit. In brief, 
avoid the sugars and starch- 
es and be sure that you get 
sufficient protein and vege- 
tables with roughage. This 
will go a long way toward 
helping your problem. Avoid 
sweet liquids. These pass 
directly through the stomach 
and are absorbed almost at 
once into the blood stream. 
This causes the blood sugar 
to go up sharply, then re- 
bound to low levels. 


There is a wide variation 


how low the blood sugar can 
be without causing trouble, 
but 40 is in the range to 
cause symptoms. 


There 
are 
people 
who 


normally 
have 
a 
slightly 


lower temperature and I 
wouldn't worry about it. As 
a general rule animals with 
lower 
temperatures 
l i v e 


longer than those with high- 
er temperatures so you may 
actually live longer because 
of it. 


There are some people 


who have reasons other than 
their diet for having 1 o w 
blood sugar. These include 
such things as an abnormal 
function of the pancreas and 
some of the e n d o c r i n e 
glands, but I assume from 
vour 
statement 
that 
you 


have had an examination 
that these problems have 
been eliminated.
